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CHIEF EMILE E. BUGNON 
WOOD-RIDGE, NEW JERSEY 
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X"T TOOD-RIDGE, New Jersey, is a quiet, 
V/^/ pleasanc, small community. Its streets 
are generally deserted after midnight. 
Its Chief of Police, Emile E. Bugnon, always 
insists that the men on the night watch check 
anyone walking the streets early in the morn- 
ing. This rule proved to be the first step in one 
of the most dramatic cases in New Jersey** 
history. 

A few years ago, Patrolman Charles Prince 
was riding in his radio car. The streets were 
quiet and a solitary figure was seen walking up 
a hill. Patrolman Prince followed him and saw 
him enter a parked car. Pulling alongside, 
Prince asked him for identification and an ex- 
planation of what he was doing. The man was 
reticent, so Prince took him down to Head- 
quarters for questioning. Prince then returned 
to the car and found some brown canvas work 
gloves and a gun in the glove compartment. 

That morning, Chief Bugnon questioned the 
•uspect for over an hour, but could get little 
information from him besides his name. In 
the midst of the questioning, a call came in 
from a mercury distilling plant, reporting that 
$27,000 worth of mercury had been stolen. 
"When that call came in," Chief Bugnon re- 
lated, "I had a hunch that this character was 
mixed up in it somehow. I questioned him some 
more and finally was forced to let him go, with 
a warning not to Leave the state. For the next 
few days I checked on the man's activities 
through his acquaintances. He was a trouble- 
maker and spent most of his time with two 
petty mobsters. I was sure that those three had 
the mercury hidden somewhere. 



"I had kept the glove* and gtrn and had them 
ftftalyzed in Washington. The results hacked 
op my hunch 100 percent. Both gloves had 
mercury traces on them, yet this wasn't enough 
to convict them. For days I watched the under- 
world closely, and listened to stool pigeons. At 
last I got the information I was looking for— 
ft tip that these three were set to move the 
mercury. 

**My problem was that I couldn't risk arrest- 
ing them and searching theii truck because of 
the possibility that they would become sus- 
picious and either get rid of it, or not carry it 
with them. I had only six hours to figure out 
tome way of getting them and their truck to 
police headquarters without making them 
overly suspicious while enroute, The first thing 
that came into my mind was to pick them up 
for a traffic violation, but this wouldn't give 
me the opportunity of bringing them back and 
searching them. Frankly I was stumped. 

"As the hour for their scheduled departure 
approached. I racked my brain trying to find 
the solution. One of my men came in to report, 
and as he was leaving, remarked. 'It's raining 
cats and dogs out. A miserable night for driv- 
ing.' This was it. Why not a staged accident 
with another car' That would not look too 
Suspicious if carried out well, and would give 
me all the excuse I needed." 

Chief Bugnon's daring plan needed absolute 
precision in order to work. The "accident" 
couldn't appear staged, couldn't be too serious, 
and had to seem like the fault of the three men 
in the truck. 

"We found out that the men were going to 
take the Lincoln Tunnel into New York City 
and I decided to have the accident take place 
immediately outside the tunnel entrance. I ar- 
ranged to have the necessary policemen there 
to witness the 'accident' and bring the suspects 
and their truck to headquarters. The night was 
miserable. As I started my car and drove over 
to the house where the suspects lived I had my 
doubts about the merits of my plan. Yet I felt 
that it should work. 1 parked my car near the 
house, turned off my lights and waited. For two 
hours I sat and hoped that they would leave. 
It was possible thar my inside tip was wrong. 
Finally the door opened, and the three men 
made a dash for their truck. This was it! 

"There was little traffic on the road and the 
suspects drove at a moderate pace. 1 kept far 
in the rear, and at times let other cars come 
between my car and theirs, in order not to 
arouse their suspicions. As they made the turn 
to the road that approached the Lincoln Tun- 
nel, 1 decided to make my move. I increased my 
speed until I was right behind them. Then, in 
the area designated for the accident, I pulled 
out to pass them and cut them off. I jammed 
on my brakes. In order to miss me they started 



to swerve. ! did. too, with )nst enough force to 
hit them with my rear fender and bumper. 
The sound of that fender cracking was music 
to my ears. It meant my plan had worked." 

From this point on, the law worked swiftly. 
The men were arrested for reckless driving and 
taken to headquarters. While they were being 
booked, Chief Bugnon made a thorough search 
of their truck and found the stolen mercury. 
When confronted with the evidence, the men 
s^ id that they had been carrying it for a friend. 
Confronted by the mercury-stained gloves and 
the gun, which also had traces of mercury on 
the handle, the men soon confessed. 

Emile Bugnon has had a truly unique history 
as a law enforcement officer. When he was ap- 
pointed to the force in 192"', he was the entire 
department. For one day he served as a patrol- 
man, and was then appointed acting chief for 
six months finally being made chief. He slowly 
built up his force as the town expanded and the 
population increased. "] was and always will 
be extremely careful in the selection of a police 
officer. I guess one of the first things 1 look for 
is friendliness. Policemen spend almost all their 
time in contact with the public, and a police 
officer who isn't sincerely friendly has two 
strikes against him. I also look for men who are 
fair and just; who treat all alike and have no 
bias." 

One of Chief Bugnon's most sincere beliefs 
is the necessity for complete cooperation be- 
tween chiefs in all parts of the country. He 
has spent a great deal of time working with 
county, state and international chief of police 
organizations. He is a past president of both 
the Bergen County and the New Jersey State 
Chiefs of Police Associations and is at present 
fourth vice-president of the International 
Chiefs of Police. 

Police schooling is another point which Chief 
Bugnon stresses. "When I entered the depart- 
ment. I had never attended a police training 
school. I was forced to learn the hard way and 
get my schooling later. As a consequence, it 
was much more difficult for me. Today, all of 
my men are constantly taking training and 
specialized courses so that we are thoroughly 
schooled in any marrer that might arise. Of 
course all the schooling in the world means 
nothing without experience, but coupled with 
experience in police work, schooling is invalu- 
able. In order for a police officer to be not only 
liked and respected by every citizen in town, 
he must know what to do on any occasion. He 
must be constantly alert and helpful, for that 
is one of his prime functions. And he must be 
right." 

Chief Bugnon is one of the best liked and 
most respected citizens of Wood-Ridge, New 
Jersey, because he is alert, helpful and intelli- 
gent. But most of all be is right! THE END.
